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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The independent claims as amended require further search and consideration. Specifically, the newly 
amended claims require that the network be wireless, and that the intermediate station be "opportunistically selected." Further, the newly 
amended claims specify that the probe signals must be broadcast signals. These are new limitations not previously expressly included in 
the claims. 

The applicant argues "The second cited passage appears to ignore the clear distincations...that the calling channels are distinct from 
data channels" (page 13, paragraph 2). The argument is not persuasive because the channels could be distinct in that they are used at 
different times for different purposes. Nothing in the previous claims point out specifically that the lines are physically separate. All 
further arguments are based on the newly amended claims. 

Regarding new independent claim 9 of the amendment not currently entered, it appears that the applicant has included the allowable 
subject matter in this new independent claim, however, further consideration is required to verify that all the limitations are addressed 
and determine whether or not the claim is allowable as indicated in the previous office action. 
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
